Formerly my ordinary 
weight was 150 pounds, my height b eing 
as now live feet seven and a half inches. 
For several y ears past I have weighed in 
the neighb orhood of 100 pounds without 
feeling tlie slightest inconvenience there­ 
from. 
I enjoy practically perfect health, 
the coating of my stomach is unim­ 
paired, my stop is quick and firm, my 
nerves are steady as a rock and I have 
all the vigor of y outh. During the forty - 
three y ears of my residence in New York 
I have not Don out of the city altogether 
more than six months, and I have b een 
in uninterrupted, active practice for over 
thirty y ears. 
‘•For twelve y ears past I have indulged 
freely in surf b athing in the summer. 
My head is not b ald and there is b ut verv 
little gray in my hair, 
I am stronger, 
b oth phy sically and mentally , than I was 
twenty y ears ago, and am taken b y 
every b ody to b e ten or fifteen rears 
y ounger than I am. 
While 1 attrib ute

The prob lem of how to b ore an eight 
inch hole with a tool that must first fwtss 
through a six inch opening has b een 
solved in California, pajjers of that state 
say . 
A well at Mare Island is now down 
1,800 feet, and the contract depth of 
1,500 feet will b e reached in a few 
weeks. 
In sinking this w ell which is 
through rock for a » ong distance, only one 
line of casing lias teen used, ami the af© 
parently imfwissib le underb aking of dril­ 
ling a hole larger than the pipe through 
which the drill is lowered has b een ae- 
c<>iiipUshed. 
In fact, adrill going down 
through a six inch casing can drill an 
eight inch hole, so tliat one size o f casing 
can 1m* run from the top to the )K>ttom of 
the well. 
The drili in question is simple 
in principle, and in practical use has b een 
found to do the work expected of it. 
In general terms the drill as composed 
of three long pieces, the middle one of 
which is movab le. 
When alxrnt to 1 e 
lowered in thecasing the middle piece is 
slipped from b etween the two side pieces, 
enab ling them to come together, so that, 
for instance, they can readily go down a 
six inch hole. 
As soon as the end of the 
casing is passed, however, the natural 
spring of the sides allow the middle piece 
to resume its place, and there is formed a 
solid tool with an <*ighl inch cutting edge.
